After the school was 
opened she established a community 
center in it with the assistance of Miss 
Wilson, who was a close friend, and 
Mrs. Broy. 

“After the war the attendance at the 
Park View schpol exceeded its seating 
capacity, so it was decided to install 
the platoon system to reli¢ve conges- 
tion. Miss Fairley was appointed ad- 
ministrative principal and because of 
her keen administrative ability the 
plan, which then was a novelty in this 
country, was successful. 

Miss Fairley came to this city in 1877 
and was appointed to teach in a small 
two-room frame school' in Congress 
Heights, then known as “the school at 
the race cOurse néar the asylum.” Four 
years later she was assigned to a school 
in Brookland and later taught in a 
frame school on the Bladensburg road 
three years. 

She also taught at Franklin, Force 
and Phelps schools before being assign- 
ed to the Grover Cleveland school in 
1911. Among hér pupils were many 
boys who now aré prominent and 
wealthy business men. 

Robert L. Haycock, assistant superin- 
tendént of schools, last night said: 

“Few principals have endeared them- 
selves to both pupils and parénts as 
Miss Fairley did in her 50 years ser- 
vice.” 

She was born in Hanover, IIl., June 


‘14, 1856, the daughter of the Rev. Al- 


fred and Mrs. Elizabeth Fairley. Miss 
Fairley lived at 109 Ridge road south- 
east.

Fear Renewal of Strife. 


Proponents of the suspension pro- 
gram feel, however, that .time may 
make some changes. If it develops, for 
instance, that the fight for and against 
Smith is going to, dominate the Demo- 
cratic convention again, they hope that 
moderate party leaders will join them 
in seeking a solution which will pre- 
vent what might be a disintegrating 
division of the Democratic party. 

Unless some such course is adopted it 
appears to be apparent even today that 
the Democrats will go into convention 
with nothing in prospect but a renewal 
of their bitter conflict that ran through 
numberless ballots in 1924. 

The national committee poll, which 
last fall resulted in the announcement 
that the majority of its members fav- 
ored abrogation of the two-thirds rule 
is a straw but not necessarily an ac 
curate one. The national committee can 
not change the rules of the Democratic 
national convention. The convention 
speaking through its delegates alone 
can do that and it is accepted generally 
that the rules can only be amended 
by a two-thirds vote. 

The general feeling among Demo- 
crats from the South is that when the 
time of the convention arrives and the 
Gelegates are faced not only with the 
two-thirds problem, but that of select- 
ing a candidate as well, abrogation sen- 
timent will lose some of its strength. 

There will in fact at that time bea 
strenuous fight, it is predicted, to see 
that the preliminary steps of the con- 
vention do not lead to abrogation 
against the will of one-third of the 
convention. 

Opponents of abrogation see only one 
way that the minority veto can be de- 
stroyed and that by the selection of a 
temporary or permanent chairman, who 
might rule that a majority vote could 
change the rule. If he should be sus- 
tained on an appeal by a majority vote, 
than, of course, the convention could 
by the same margin select its candi- 
cate. 

This prospect of warfare looming 
more and more certainly is considered 
by suspension advocates to be the 
greatest single factor in their favor. 
They say that when the party realizes 
that it can not avoid the struggle with 
all its consequences it may be willing 
to abandon precedence for once in 
order not to abandon hope of unity 
for all time.

Federal Witness Breaks Jail 
at Tulsa and Raids Apart- 
ment of Wife. 


HELD AS BANK ROBBER 


Tulsa, Okla., Jan. 16 (By A. P.).— 
John Mayo, 29 years old, convicted 
bank robber and key witness in the 


Osage murder trial, escaped from the 
county jail here today. Armed with 
four revolvers and a machine gun, he 
terrorized a downtown hotel in search 
of his wife’s alleged lover, and escaped. 

Every available deputy was searching 
for Mayo tonight with orders from 
Sheriff Bob Sanford to “shoot to kill.” 

Mayo was a Federal witness in the 
trial of W. K. Hale, “king of the 
Osages,” and John Ramsey, cowboy 
farmer, conVicted at Oklahoma City 
last fail of the killing of Henry Roan, 
Osage Indian, and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. Mayo was held to be 
the star government witness in the 
trial, tracing alleged dealings between 
Hale and Ramsey and members of the 
Al Spencer bank robber gang. 

Mayo’s escape had evidently been 
carefully planned. Shortly before 5 
a. m., Joe Wilson, night jailer, and 
“Uncle Dave” Easterly, night turn- 
key, in the jailer’s office, were con- 
fronted by Mayo, who held a revolver 
in each hand. 

“Joe, I'm going out of here now,” 
Mayo said. “I’m leaving right away.” 

“Johnnie, you'll get your pardon 
pretty soon. You don’t have to get 
out this way,” Wilson replied. He re- 
ferred to the report that Mayo was to 
receive a parole next week signed by 
President Coolidge Both Wilson and 
Easterly were locked in the “bull pen” 
by Mayo. None of the other prisoners 
were awakened. 

Then emptying the jail till of $35, 
he went to the jail kitchen, obtained a 
heavy meat cleaver, and smashed the 
lock off the jail armory. Here he ob- 
tained two more pistols, and a machine 
gun. With perfect composure, he 
called a taxicab and concealing his 
weapons as well as possible under his 
clothing, drove to a nearby hotel, 
where his wife, Elaine, and their 11- 
year-old son were staying. 

“Where is he?” Mayo demanded as he 
burst into his wife’s room. He found 
only his wife and boy in the room. 
Refusing to heed his wife’s entreaties, 
he walked through a connecting bath- 
room into an adjoining room occupied 
by W. C. Holt, battery station employe, 
whom he forced from bed. 

“Have you got a gun?” he asked. 
Holt shook his head. 

“I’m going .to kill you, any way,” 
Mayo declared, and placed the machine 
gun at Holt’s head. 

/‘Tll give you a chance,” he said. 
“I’m going to give you three hours to 
get out of town. If I find you here 
after that, I’m going to kill you.” 

Leaving Holt, Mayo ran from the ho- 
tel and has not been seen since.

His 
role at present is solely that of inter- 
party mediator, who is not yet holding 
a mandate to form a government, al- 
though the logical inference is that if 
his negotiations are successful, he will 
be intrusted with the making of the 
cabinet. 


Two, Sitting by Stoves,

Roanoke, Va., Jan. 16 (By A. P.).— 
Two deaths were caused by fire’ here 
today, each death occurring under 
similar circumstances.

of Solarzano, it is pointed out. To dis- 
regard this solution now and accept 
the contention that Diaz may not have 
been legally elected might admittedly 
facilitate compromise. On the other 
hand, if it is claimed by the United 
States that Diaz was legally elected, the 
Nicaraguan constitution makes it man- 
datory for Diaz to serve out the Solor- 
zano term which expires in December, 


1928, after which there could be an 
election under American supervision. 

The difficulty about admitting that 
Diaz was not legally elected—which ad- 
mission must be made if he is to step 
down before the end of the Solorzano 
term—lies in the fact that it makes 
President Coolidge’s message appear in 
a most unusual light. 

In his message President Coolidge 
said: 

“As President Solorzano nad -resigned 
and was then residing in California, 
and as the vice president, Dr. Sacasa, 
was in Guatemala, having been out of 
the country since November, 1925, the 
action of congress in designating Senor 
Diaz was perfectly legal and in accord- 
ance with the constitution. There- 
fore the United States government, on 
November 17,. extended recognition to 
Senor Diaz.” 

Later President Coolidge added: 

“It would be thoroughly inconsist- 
ent for this country not to support the 
government recognized by it while the 
revolutionists were receiving arms and 
munitions from abroad.” 


Choice Might Not Be Legal. 


Thus, if Secretary Kellogg should 
succeed in substituting another man 
for Diaz he would concededly be plac- 
ing in power in Nicaragua a man not 
entitled to fill the unexpired Solorzano 
term under the Nicaraguan constitu- 
tion, and he would be displacing the 
man whom the President, in his mes- 
sage, says was legally elected and en- 
titled to support. Under the circum- 
stances, diplomats say, it is difficult to 
see how the situation can be ag oe 
vered around and jockeyed with With- 
out putting President Coolidge and his 
Secretary of State in diametrically op- 
posite positions, unless the President 
should take the position that he was 
mistaken in his message to the Con- 
gress and had now discovered his mis- 
take. 

Senator Edge is expected to speak on 
the Nicaraguan and Mexican situations 
in the Senate today. There will prob- 
ably be further debate in both houses 
of Congress. Senator Borah will call 
a meeting of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations committee on Wednesday to de- 
cide upon making public the testimony 
of Secretary Kellogg before that com- 
mittee last Wednesday. 


Borah Averse to Publication. 


Mr. Borah is understood to be dis- 
inclined to have the committee give 
approval to publication of the state- 
ment in the form submitted by Mr. 
Kellogg, but the conference between 
these two leaders yesterday may have 
paved the way for disposing of that 
matter. 

Messages expressing concern over Lat- 
in-American affairs are still reaching 
the White House and the State De- 
partment. The committee on coopera- 
tion in Latin America yesterday contri- 
buted one of the latest appeals. The 
Pan-American Federation of 
made public letters to disprove state- 
ments that the Mexican Federation of 
Labor is friendly to the Russian com- 
munists, and to prove that Mexican la- 
bor organizations do not indorse the 
activities of the All-American Anti- 
Imperialistic league. 


The most important news from Mex-: 


ico, according to diplomats here, was 
the recalling of 10,000 federal troops 
from Sonora province, Mexico, by 
Calles. This is taken to mean that the 
Calles government’s campaign against 
the Yaqui Indians has collapsed and 
that Calles needs his troops for danger 
points nearer home.

The letter concludes by consenting 
to restore the bag and its contents on 
withdrawal of the accusations, and in- 
viting Mitchell-Hedges to come and ad- 
dress them again. The explorer said 
today:

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NAVY OFFIGE ASKS BIDS 
ON ? RIGID TYPE ALRSHIPS 


Dirigibles for Sea Scouting 
Will Have 6,000,000 Cubic 
Feet Capacity. 


WINNER MUST BE CITIZEN 


Design data and bids on construc- 
tion for one or two rigid airships com- 
plete, of approximately 6,000,000 cubic 
feet volume, are requested by the navy 
in a competition closing midnight, 
May 16. 

Competitors will submit prices with 
designs, which will be submitfed to a 
board appointed by Secretary Wilbur. 
‘Iwo rigid airships have been authorized 
by Congress in the five-year building 
program for the nhavy and in the event 
that appropriations are not made, the 
Secretary will consider the purchase 
outright of the winning design at a 
cost not above $50,000 

The airships must be constructed in 
the United States, by United States 
citizens or corporations, with three- 
fourths of their capital stock owned by 
United States citizens, members of 
boards of directors, United Statés citi- 
zens, and with plants in this country. 

The airships are intended for scout- 
ing “at sea and will be adapted for car- 
rying machine guns and airplanes. The 
possibility of their using helium or 
hydrogen gas must be considered. The 
ships will have maximum lengths of 
780 feet, heighths of 155 feet, and 
widths of 135 feet. They must have a

PORTER CHINA REQUEST 
INDORSED BY LETTERS 


Bishop and Professor Support 
Move for Independent 
Action by Coolidge. 


BROKE PLEDGES, CHARGE 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Two letters‘indorsing the Porter reso- 
lution to request the President to act 
independently of other nations in deal- 
ings with China on customs and extra- 


territoriality questions were made pub- 
lic simultaneously yesterday. 

The author of the resolution, Chair- 
man Porter, of the House foreign af- 
fairs committee, gave out one from 
Bishop Charles H. Brent, of the Episco- 
pal diocese of western New York, who 
wrote that American action would show 
that “‘we, at any rate, stand for an in- 
dependent China on the same basis as 
our own government is independent.” 


The other letter was frdm Dr. John 
A. Latane, head of ‘the American his- 
tory department of Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity, Baltimore, to Representative 
Linthicum (Democrat), Maryland. It 
said “affairs in China are reaching a 
crisis,” but the Washington govern- 
ment does not.seem disposed to adopt a 
definite policy. 

‘While regarding as desirable the pol- 
icy of cooperation adopted several years 
ago by the Washington conference on 
Chinese questions, Dr. Latane said that 
“unfortunately” the signatory powers 
have not carried out the pledges in 
good faith. 

Approval of the Porter resolution, he 
added, would give the administration 
opportunity to say that America is 
ready to act, but “unless you are ready 
we shall be compelled to adopt an in- 
dependent course.”

The 
fire, which started from an overheated 
stove pipe, burned off the roof of the 
stone structure, which was the oldest 
cell building in the penitentiary. It 
was built in 1868. .

New York, Jan. 16 (By the Associ- 
ated Press).—Responding to an enor- 
mous investment demand, pond prices 
swept forward again Jast week to the 
highest general level since the spring 
of 1913. The advance in listed securi- 
ties took place in the face of competi- 
tion afforded by nearly: $190,000,000 in 
new offerings, the largest total since 
the first week of De@ember, most of 
which were promptly sold.. 

Easier credit conditions, revealed in 
a further softening of money rates, and 
huge importations of gold from Canada 
and France, provided the background 
for the advance. Another stimulat- 
ing influence was the possibility of an 
early reduction in the New York Fed- 
eral reserve bank rediscount rate, 
which is regarded as almost a certainty 
within the next 30 or 60 days. 

Heavy accumulation of foreign se- 
curities was again in evidence, the 
favoritism shown for these issues by 
many investors being attributed to 
their high yield and the growing con- 
fidence in the economic outlook abroad. 
Record high quotations were registered 
by a variety of issues, including French, 
Polish, German, Japanese and South 
American. The most important foreign 
offering of the week was the $27,000,000 
issue of 6 per cent Argentine govern- 
ment bonds, the proceeds of which will 
be used to retire a similar amount of 
five year notes. This was the sixth 
Argentine issue to be floated here in 
recent years, and was promptly sold. 

Prices of railroad securities moved 
forward under the stimulus of reports 
of large current earnings, continuation 
of heavy freight traffic and reports of 
progress in consolidation plans, the 
most important of which was the an- 
nouncement that meetings would be 
held here this week to formulate defin- 
ite plans for the merger of the North- 
ern Pacific, Great Northern and Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy roads 
through the formation of a new hold- 
ing company, which would lease’ the 
lines of the three systems involved.

He 
found that Diaz had been constitutionally 
elected president of Nicaragua, and accordingly 
he recognized the Diaz government. Attacks 
were made upon that government by Sacasa 
and Mexican accomplices. President Coolidge 
found that it would be inconsistent to with- 
hold support from a government he had recog- 
nized, and therefore he denied the shipment 
of arms to the Sacasa revolutionists and per- 
mitted the Diaz government to obtain arms

THE PORK BILL OF 1926. 

“I consider the rivers and harbors Dill as it 
passed the House the worst, the most unjust, 
the most iniquitous piece of legislation ever 
jammed through the legislative body for a 


civilized people,”’ is the language used by Rep- 
resentative Chalmers of Ohio, when he told 
the House that he would not support the bill 
which carries authorizations for the expendi- 
ture of over $110,000,000. Mr. Chalmers de- 
clared further that ‘‘when all the projects of 
this conference report are completed the total 
expenditures will be more than $240,000.000.’” 

During the debate on the adoption of the 
conference report the item authorizing the 
dumping of $12,000,000 into the Missouri 
river was the principal bone of contention. 
Chairman Dempsey justified the inclusion of 
this particular item by the statement that “the 
resulting protection to riparian property would 
increase land values to the extent of $6,400,000 
along the river between Kansas City and Yank- 
ton. In addition some 40,000 acres, valued at 
$1,200,000, would be reclaimed.” And then 
the chairman of the committee on rivers and 
harbors shot this convincing logic at the 
House:, ‘‘There is $8,000,000 in land reclama- 
tion alone, and all we are authorizing is the 
expenditure of $12,000,000.’’ 

That argument is in line with the explana- 
tion of the second-hand clothing dealer, who 
declared that he lost a dollar on every suit 
of clothes sold, but could remain in business 
because of the great number that he did sell. 

Referring to the alleged limitation placed 
upon the cost of the Missouri river project 
Mr. Mapes, of Michigan, pointed out: ‘The 
senate amendment authorizes an improvement 
of the Missouri river according to,.a certain re- 
port by the engineers, which the engineers 
estimate will cost approximately $50000,000 
to make, and then puts on a limitation of $12,- 
000,000."" This. means, of course, that addi- 
tional appropriations must be. made, probably 
much more than $50,000,000 in the aggregate, 
for river and harbor improvements usually 
cost more than the original esttmates, to say 
nothing of work destroyed by nature and 
which must be done over again.

Two big paper mills will mean much to 
Alaska, in the opinion of the Secretary, as the 


Territory needs new and permanent ‘industries. 


He algo calls attention to the fact that south- 
eastern Alaska has approximately '78,000,000,- 
000 feet of hemlock and spruce, plenty of 
available water power and sheltered channéls 
which are open all the year around, affording 
adequate transportation facilities. 

This offer comes after thorough investiga- 
tion by various companies and individuals who 
have reached.the conclusion that the manu- 
facture of newsprint is entirely feasible in 
Alaska, and several of them have already filed 
applications with the Federal power commis- 
sion for permits to develop the power that will 
be required for grinding the wood into pulp. 

It ‘is announced that the power commission, 
of which Secretary Jardine is a member, will 
advertise these power applications while the 
timber is being advertised, so that both timber 
and power may be awarded to the bidders who 
offer the best terms: 


REAL RELIEF WORK. 
The Near East Relief announced not long 
ago that it was sending an experienced truck 
farmer to conduct a five-year demonstration of 


vegetable growing on the island of Syra., 


Greece. The farmer took with him, according 


to the announcement, a truck load of seed, a 


head full of sense, and a life full of experience, 
and his expenses are being paid for by funds 
which otherwise would have. been spent to send 
food to the Near East. New England farmers 
have pledged full bred poultry and cattle for 
the demonstration farm, which is expected to 
render a great service to the farmers of Greece. 

This is the way relief should: be adminis- 
tered. Money spent for food: is soon gone and 
there is little to show for the expense, The same 
amount of money employed in a demonstra- 
tion farm will assist persons in. distress to 
find work, and soon they can be producing food 
for themselves. In the meantime, the condi- 
tion of agriculture on the island of Syra should 
be generally improved, and finally the populace 
will find itself able to fill its own wants. 

In some cases relief concerns itself with the 
immediate necessities, and there is no course 
possible save to send food and clothing. 
Building for the future, however, the founding 
of self-sustaining communities is the important 
matter. This is what the demonstration farm 
will accomplish.

A resolution 
by the Senate, even if passed unanimously, de- 
manding the withdrawal of recognition of Diaz, 
would be merely advisory, and in the circum- 
stances would be an officious and impudent in- 
trusion. It would be as impudent as a mes- 
sage from the President demanding that the 
Senate should reconsider its action in investi- 
gating the Gould case. 

The President does not need either the ad- 
vice or the consent of the Senate in performing 
duties imposed upon him by the Constitution. 
The opinion of a senator that Sacasa is rightful 
president of Nicaragua and that Diaz should 
not have been recognized is a mere opinion, 
which he is entitled to hold, but which has no 
validity or force if the President's opinion is 
tg the contrary. The act of the President in 
recognizing the Diaz government is the act of 
the United States, binding not only upon the 
executive department but upon the legislative 
and judicial departments. 

Having recognized the Diaz government, it 
is impossible for the United States not to sup- 
port Diaz without sacrificing American inter- 
ests. Diaz will be supported. Therefore, the 
Sacasa revolution can not succeed.

LICENSING NEWS STANDS. 


District officials have taken under advise- 
ment the matter of licenses for all local news 
stands, believing that such a step would place 
in the hands of the police an effective weapon 


‘with which to curb the traffic in indecent liter- 


ature. Commissioner Dougherty is reported 
to see no reason why news dealers should not 
be licensed the same.as poolroom proprietors, 
and thinks that the step may be necessary. 

A few days ago it was announced that the 
police campaign against indecent periodicals, 
together with a court conviction of a distribu- 
tor of such matter, had placed the situation 
under satisfactory control. Now it appears 
that obscene literature is being sold under 
cover despite police vigilance. Surely, how- 
ever, this undercover traffic is not of a volume 
sufficient to warrant the imposition of a li- 
cense system, a step of serious importance and 
one which would involve the exercise of official 
censorship. 

If this surreptitious traffic is great enough 


to constitute a nuisance, the remedy lies in [ 


prosecuting the offenders. It should be re- 
membered that the distributors have indicated 
a willingness to cooperate with authorities, 


and have agreed to impose a voluntary censor- 


ship. The latter should be given a thorough 
trial before legislation of any sort is drawn up.

If in your mad haste to get your breakfast 
over some morning you have time for a little 
meditation, advises the Fort ayne News 
Sentinel, pause and consider the fact that 
nearly 1,600,000,000 pounds of coffee beans, 
or just about half the output of the whole 
world@’s..coffee groves, are annually shipped to 
the United States, making this country the 
largest importer of coffee on earth. Coffee is 
third in value among the raw materials brought 
to our shores, its superiors being raw silk and 
sugar. ; 

But Scandinavia is a larger per capita con- 
sumer of the delectable bean, probably due to 


| the fact that the long duration of cold weather 


in Norway and Sweden each year Keeps coffee 
drinking up to high mark almost the year 
around, whereas in America there is a ten- 
dency to shift to iced tea during the summer 
months, especially in view of the fact that iced 
coffee, while strongly favored by many, never 
has attained to very extensive popularity. in 
this country. Norse nations use 15 pounds 
of coffee per capita every year, as against 12 
pounds per capita in the United States. 

Close behind this country in per capita con- 
sumption of coffee is Holland, whose owner- 
ship of the Island of Java probably has stimu- 
lated her fondness for the rich,’ brown bev- 
erage. Next comes France, with a per capita 
consumption of 10 pounds annually.

ORIGIN OF STEEL GUITAR. 

The origin of steel guitar playing, 
Hawali’s foremost contribution to in- 
strumental music, is described in de- 
tail in manuscripts recently published 
by the Bishop museum, which has is- 
sued a survey of Hawaiian music by 
the Hawaiian folklore commission, says 
the New York Herald Tribune. 

According to the manuscripts, the 
playing of the steel guitar, which has 
made Hawaiian music famous through- 
out the world, was originated by a 
Hawaiian lad in 1893, who found that 
by placing an article on the fingerboard 
of the guitar while playing a novel 
sound could be produced. -The boy, 
Joseph Kekuku, then a student at 
Kamehameha school, first got the idea 
when he placed a pocket comb on the 
fingerboard and brought a new twang 
from the instrument. This was folé 


lowed by experiments with the blade of | 


a pocket knife and resulted in the use 
of a piece of thick steel for the purpose.

This was followed 
by a war with the Barbary powers, un- 
der Jefferson, and one with Great Brit- 
ain under Madison. The Monroe doo. 
trine is in fact an assertion of thts 
right and purpose: Under Tyler, Web- 
ster, Secretary of State, asserted the 
right of this government to recognize 
any de facto government. 

Under Pierce occurred the famous 
Koszta case. Koszta was a Hungarian. 
He emigrated to this country and (ce- 
clared his intention of becomng a cit!i- 
zen. Before ke secured his second pii- 
pers he went to Smyrna. He was there 
arrested and placed on an Austria’) 
warship. His release was demanded by 
Capt. Ingraham, of the American navy, 
reinforced by a threat to destroy the 
Austrian yessel if the release was re- 
fused. 

In his message to Congress, President 
Pierce used this strong language: “The 
principles and policy therein main- 
tained on the part of the United States 
will, whenever a proper occasion oc- 
curs, be applied and enforced.” This 
had reference to the act of Capt. In- 
graham. 

Grant forced Spain to pay an indem- 
nity for the execution of American 
ciaizens by Cuba. Under Hayes, Great 
Lritain paid $73,000 indemnity for 
American fishing vessels destroyed by 
Newfoundland. Harrison compelled 
Chile to pay indemnity for the killing 
of American sailors. He also declared 


to Great Britain that the United States 
was ready and would defend her “prop- 
erty and jurisdictional rights” in Bering 
sea, and thereupon Great Britain re- 
newed the modus vivendi negotiated by 
Cleveland.
